Plus, more than 150 years of medical 
research have already established that, in 
addition treating certain types pain, 
marijuana can used treat anxiety, nau- 
sea, appetite loss, vomiting, and host 
other afflictions.

And 
further complicate already complicated 
situation, friendly Turkey vital 
interests should Iraq further deteriorate 
and already-hostile relations with Iran 
further escalate. Meanwhile, the local Ar- 
menian-American community soldiers on 
dignify and memorialize the suffering 
its ancestors.

Gra drivers can be excused for being 
a tad skittish about falling objects, after 
experiencing two motorist fatalities in 2006: 
Michael Tsan Ty, killed by scaffolding that 
collapsed as he drove on Boylston Street in 
April, and Milena Del Valle, crushed by a fall- 
ing ceiling tile in a Big Dig tunnel. 

Now, concerns are being raised after a 
“replacement worker” — one of many who 
are in the midst of changing signage on some 
2000 billboards in eastern Massachusetts and 
southern New Hampshire — fell from a South 
Boston billboard this past week. 

The regular union workers have been on 
strike since March, when Clear Channel Out- 
door Advertising implemented new employ- 
ment conditions. 

In addition to complaints about wages 
and benefits, the union workers — Local 
391 of the Painters and Allied Trades Dis- 
trict Council 35 — claim that Clear Channel 
Outdoor dissolved a joint labor-manage- 
ment safety committee. The company also 
switched the workers from hourly pay to 
piece-work — which, the union argues, re- 
wards haste over safety. 

After the union went on strike, Clear 
Channel brought in scabs, whose training 
has since been called into question. 

In fact, Mayor Thomas Menino sent a letter 
to the company in May, expressing concern

workers. “These billboards, which 
are often located on top of tall build- 
ings and other structures, will be looked 
after by untrained, out-of-state workers,” 
Menino wrote. “The public must be able to re- 
ly on a well-trained, professional workforce.” 
The Boston City Council also passed a resolu- : 
tion expressing similar fears. 

This past Tuesday, those concerns “ 
seemed prophetic, when one the 
replacement workers fell while work- FA ® L 
ing on a billboard at 8 Silver Street, ~ 
and was transported to Boston Medi- — 
cal Center. 

A Clear Channel spokesperson confirms the 
incident, telling the Phoenix that the injured 
employee had completed an OSHA General 
Industry course, “as well as specialized train- 
ing in climbing and working from elevations.” 
The worker fell from a ladder and suffered only 
minor injuries, according to the Clear Channel 
spokesperson. A union representative, how- 
ever, says that witnesses describe a 30-foot fall 
from the billboard’s catwalk. 

State labor groups are now calling for 
answers and action. Steve Murphy, chair of 
the City Council’s public-safety committee, 
says he intends to call for a hearing, and 
already has the support of council president 
Maureen Feeney and Bill Linehan, who rep- 
resents South Boston, to do so.

Chill out, global warming lie 


In the August 19 Boston Globe, conservative op-ed 
contributor Jeff Jacoby wrote his fifth column in 
eight months denying climate change. His dis- 
dain for warming theorists goes back much lon- 
ger; he pontificated on the subject as far back as 
2002. And yet, after all this time and effort, he’s 
still relying on thin gruel for source material. 
Jacoby’s most recent evidence against the 
global-warming consensus consists of: 


@ The Fred Singer petition — signed mostly 

by retired or non-practicing scientists, and 
some non-scientists — which merely questions 
whether the reality of climate change will be as 
horrific as the models currently predict. 


@ NASA administrator (since 2005) — and non-cli-

Whatever their culpability, it’s inar- 
guable that the pair did not receive a fair 
trial. Beyond being tainted by virulent 
anti-Italian bias and a revulsion of the 
defendants’ radical politics, the 1921 
conviction took place in a country preoc- 
cupied by the xenophobic aftermath of 
World War I, the devastating tragedy of 
the 1918 flu epidemic, and the Red Scare — a state of itchy 
unease only exacerbated by Prohibition. 

Compare that with the post-9/11 mood: the paranoia and 
seething partisan rage, the governmental furtiveness and 
trumped-up trials, the rabid anti-immigrant sentiment. 

Ours is a country where a citizen, Jose Padilla, can be impris- 
oned for three-and-a-half years without being charged pro- 


. had a temper, 


vided legal counsel, just by being labeled an “enemy combatant” ; 
a country where Newt Gingrich rails that “young Americans in our 
cities are [being] massacred” by illegal immigrants. 

In times of crisis, Watson says, there’s a presumption 
of guilt rather than of innocence, a tendency toward sur 
reptitious power plays. “These things are human traits, I’m 
afraid, especially in an era after a huge attack, as we had 
after 1919, and after 9/11.” The fear of anarchists and Ital- 
ians, then, has simply been transposed eight decades later to 
Muslims and Mexicans. 

And reading the words of one of Sacco and Vanzetti's attor- 
neys, William Thompson, it’s hard not to think of the current 
regime: “A government which has come to value its own secrets 
more than it does the lives of its citizens has become a tyranny, 
whether you call it a republic, a monarchy, or anything else.” 

If the legacy of Sacco and Vanzetti is fading fast, that as 
pect of their story, at least, is not vanishing fast enough.

presidential campaigns. Not this year, 
the compressed process has candidates 
criss-crossing early-primary states, such as 
lowa and New Hampshire, in search of every 
possible vote. But, as things will really start 
to heat up after the holidays, now’s a good 
time take quick look where we've 
been and where we’re heading. 

The big news the past few weeks has 
been the decision the South Carolina 
GOP to move its primary up to January 19. 
That will have the probable effect moving 
New Hampshire (both parties) to January 14 
and Iowa (ditto) to January 7, as each state 
preserve its precious first-in-line 
status. (If Michigan shifts its contest to 
January 15, as has been reported in the past 
few days, that would move everything 
even further.) It would be a surprise if the 
forces behind the South Carolina shake-up 
supporters Fred Thompson, 
a ploy to find him an early state he could 

win. (That's because he seems unlikely to 
emerge with a“W” in either lowa or New 
Hampshire, after getting such late start.) 

Of course, it’s unlikely to work. As 
always, South Carolina voters will be 
strongly influenced by what happens in 
the two previous states, and, if Thompson 
can’t manage strong showing least 
one of them, he’s toast. 

More important for the campaign 
whole, moving up the process to January 7 
means the pre-primary campaign will pret- 
ty much conclude on or around December 
20, when the country shuts down for the 
Christmas holidays. also means, poll- 
ster Peter Hart has noted, that, in the two 
weeks before the lowa caucuses, will 
nearly impossible for pollsters assess atti- 
tudes on the ground in the Hawkeye State. 
Why? Because polls taken over holidays are 
notoriously unreliable, many people 
aren’t home. 

Which raises amusing question: can 
the press survive the two weeks before lowa 
without accurate polls? may about 
witness the largest collective nervous break- 
down media history.

WHATEVER MITT ROMNEY DOING FEW YEARS WHETHER HE’S 
RUNNING THE UNITED STATES HAWKING SALT LAKE CITY OLYMPICS 
MERCHANDISE EBAY ALWAYS HAVE THE SUMMER 


These are heady days for Romney and 
his supporters: just won the lowa 
straw poll; he’s running strong 
New Hampshire; John McCain strug- 
gling mightily; and Rudy Giuliani’s own 
daughter prefers Barack Obama. The 
idea of Romney actually being elected 
president used seem far-fetched. Not 
anymore. 

But plenty could happen between now 
and next year’s gaggle of front-loaded 
primaries affect hot streak, 
including three imminent media devel- 
opments. September Dawn, a feature film 
about nasty episode Mormon-on- 
non-Mormon violence from the 1850s, 
comes out this week. new book slam- 
ming Massachusetts’s political mindset 
written Jon Keller the WBZ-TV 
political analyst and Phoenix alum — hits 
the shelves early September. And 
Mormon President documentary 
the long-ago presidential aspirations of 
Joseph Smith, the founder of the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints (LDS), 
for release later this fall early next 
year. With Romney running for the Oval 
Office, each sure get far more atten- 
tion than would otherwise. And each, 
turn, could impact Romney’s White 
House dreams. 


OUT THE BLUE 

Let’s start with Keller’s book, The Bluest State: 
How Democrats Created the Massachusetts Blueprint 
for American Political Disaster (St. Martin’s). The 
Bluest State is clearly intended as a successor 
to What's the Matter with Kansas?, Tom Frank’s 
much-discussed analysis of Kansans’ abid- 
ing loyalty the GOP. Frank’s book cited 
the back cover review copies Keller’s 
book (“In a book that echoes What's the Matter 
with Kansas? . .”) and invoked repeatedly in 
the text itself. 

such, it’s going great Romney 
campaign foil. Romney, course, has 
elicited Red-state giggles saying that 
running Massachusetts made him feel like 
cattle rancher vegetarian convention. 
The Bluest State suggests that this quip 
far too modest: Massachusetts politics are 
“poison,” Keller claims, for the state itself 
and for the national Democratic Party: 


Democrats have limped through 
generation tenuous grasp national 
political power part because 
been infected with the Massachusetts 
viruses I've described: addiction tax 
revenues and raging edifice complex 
couched disrespect for wage earn- 
ers; phony identity politics without real 
results for women and minorities; reflex- 
ive anti-Americanism foreign affairs; 


vain indulgence obnoxious political correct- 
ness; self-serving featherbedding; NIMBYism; 
authoritarian distortion the balance 
governmental power, all simmered broth 
hypocritical paternalism. 


Get the gist? 

Obviously, Keller has knack for 
potentially dry political concepts into prose 
that pops off the page. This makes The Bluest 

tate an easy, engaging read, even if you 
don’t buy Keller’s argument. And verily, local 
liberals will find plenty question: among 
other things, Keller collapses the Democrat- 
liberal distinction, states that Massachusetts 
Independents are really Democrats dis- 
guise, and practically ignores the recent 
election Deval Patrick the second black 
governor elected the since reconstruc- 
tion! while playing white political 
domination. 

Judging from all those Tom Frank 


name-checks, though, not Keller’s 
target audience; national conservatives 


are. And they’re going eat this book up. 
“Massachusetts” already national- 
conservative shorthand for the purported 
evils of Democrats and liberalism; there’s 
presidential election looming; and can- 
didate from Massachusetts the race. 
John Kerry were running again, Boston 
were hosting the DNC again, The Bluest State’s 
prospects might even brighter. But 
is, Keller’s literary stars are nicely aligned. 

Back Mitt. Even Romney barely rated 
mention The Bluest State, this aforemen- 
tioned Massachusetts-as-political-poison 
argument would huge boon his cam- 
paign. After all, Massachusetts really that 
bad, it’s silly to fret over the fact that Romney 
didn’t actually get that much done during his 
governorship; meanwhile, even mundane 
accomplishments take heroic sheen. 

But Keller does spend while 
Romney and our ex-governor should 
grateful. The Bluest State begins with 
famous line from his 1994 Senate cam- 
paign against Ted Kennedy, uttered while 
Romney was campaigning Dorchester: 
“Someone said, ‘This Kennedy coun- 
boarded-up buildings, and I saw jobs leav- 
ing, and I said, ‘It looks like it.’” (Keller 
heartily approves.) Later, chapter 
tellingly titled “Cattle Rancher among the 
Vegetarians,” Keller depicts Romney 
wholesome, well-intentioned reformer 
who finds himself politically hamstrung 
obstinate Democratic establishment. 

There’s asterisk two: Keller notes 
Romney’s rightward drift on social issues, 
and suggests that, the ex-governor had 
been more focused Massachusetts, 
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might have gotten more done for the 
state. But the state fucked 
Keller claims — and if, as he says, the 
Democratic establishment “gratuitously 
shunned Romney and his ideas” who 
can blame him for not sticking around? 

For his part, Keller insists that Romney 
able use The Bluest State 
campaign prop. “Lately, been hear- 
ing [Romney] talk about how was 
able work with this overwhelmingly 
Democratic establishment get things 
done the Massachusetts 
health-care plan,” tells the Phoenix. “If 
that’s going his spin, reporting 
undercuts that: saying, ‘No, didn’t 
work together with anyone; basically, 
there was confluence self-interest.’ 

“My main interest Romney 
way illustrating dysfunction 
the political culture here,” adds Keller. 
“Perhaps comes off better than 
might some other context. But 
thinks he’s going use book 
selling point for himself nationally, I 
don’t think that’s going very far 
people actually read it.” 

Time will tell. For now, prediction: 
The Bluest State gets anything close 
the reception the Matter with Kansas? 
had few years back, Romney stands 
benefit quite bit unless the author 
himself takes pains round out the 
Romney record. 


ECLIPSING THE RISING SON 
Next up: September Dawn, luxuriantly 
violent historical drama based the Sep- 
tember 11, 1857, Mountain Meadows mas- 
sacre, in which some 120 non-Mormon 
settlers crossing Utah Territory were killed 
Mormon militiamen and their local In- 
dian allies. The brunt the killings took 
place after group Mormons promised 
escort the settlers (whom they’d just 
disarmed) safety. Instead shades 
Srebrenica the escorts slaughtered their 
wards masse, sparing only few young 
children whom they subsequently raised. 

Everyone agrees that the Mountain 
Meadows bloodbath occurred: article 
the September 2007 issue Ensign, 
magazine published the LDS Church, 
calls “horrific crime” that has “bur- 
dened the perpetrators’ descendants and 
Church members generally with sorrow 
and feelings collective guilt.” What 
debated whether took place with 
the tacit explicit approval Brigham 
Young, then the president the LDS 
Church and the governor the Utah 
Territory. 

But why should any this matter 
Mitt? Because Mormonism far less 
familiar the national electorate than 
other major faiths, and because, fair 
not, Candidate Romney will facto 
spokesperson for his church. (His assidu- 
ous courtship Christian conservatives, 
who tend especially distrustful 
Mormons, makes Romney’s situation par- 
ticularly tricky.) 

According the film’s director, 
Christopher Cain (Dean’s dad), September 
Dawn case study the perils violent 
zealotry. “It’s really not about Mormons 
about Muslims,” Cain tells the Phoenix. 
“It’s about religious fanaticism, wherever 
it’s born.” The film certainly makes the 
consequences fanaticism The 
carnage, when comes, startlingly 
gory affair filled with slow-motion shots: 
bullet exploding flesh, hatchet 
buried victim’s back, perpetrator 
drunk with bloodlust, strand saliva 
dangling from his mouth. 

Unfortunately, the caricatured set-up 
makes the killings seem inevitable: the 
Mormons group are straight out 
horror movie, while the settlers are 


preposterously wholesome, enlightened 
bunch. In reality, things were a bit more 
complicated. The Mormon flight Utah, 
for example, followed the 1844 murder 

their prophet and LDS Church founder 
Joseph Smith in Nauvoo, Illinois. And a 
large contingent troops was head- 
ing toward Utah around the time the set- 
tlers arrived — intending, some Mormons 
feared, exterminate the LDS Church 
once and for all. 

this history had been fleshed out 
bit more, Cain might have produced 
worthwhile meditation how normal 
people come to do abnormal, horrific 
things. Instead, September Dawn gives 
simple conflict between Good and Evil 
which, you’re seeking understand 
how fanaticism operates, isn’t much 
conflict all. 

And what Romney? Earlier this year, 
conservative columnist Robert Novak 
urged Romney weigh September 
Dawn and the Mountain Meadows massa- 
cre. Romney “surely not responsible for 
Brigham Young,” Novak said (great point, 
Bob!), but “questions about what kind 
man Young was hurt his campaign.” 
Then, earlier this month, conservative 
commentator Michael Medved panned 
September Dawn, ruefully predicting that 
would “powerfully existing 
anti-Mormon bias. 

Allow propose another possibil- 
ity: September Dawn exactly the hook 
Romney needs give that big speech 
the Mormon Question that keeps 
talking about. It’s softball, 
chance condemn religious violence 
while simultaneously condemning per- 
nicious representations Mormons 
themselves. Romney’s speechwriters 
aren’t working this already, they 
should be. 


SECOND-TIME CHARMS 

Item Three Romney’s media radar 
Mormon documentary produced 
and directed filmmaker Adam Christ- 
ing.

“What exploring here the search 
for the historical Joseph. Who was this guy? 
politician? We’re really interested getting 
the root this, because, without Joseph 
Smith, there’s no Mormonism.” 

The film still being edited, and 
trailer was available press time, it’s 
impossible say how Christing’s vision will 
play out screen. The distribution arrange- 
ment for A Mormon President is also unclear; 
according Christing, he’s working 
both theatrical and broadcast versions, but 
nothing’s been hammered out yet. Stay 
tuned Romney certainly will.

Obama showdown and the nastiness of the 
Romney/McCain/Giuliani brawl. But the 
September 4 Democratic primary does have 
compelling interest beyond the borders the 
Fifth Congressional District, since front-run- 
ner Niki Tsongas, the widow of the late sena- 
tor and one-time presidential aspirant Paul 
Tsongas, may serve as a litmus test for two 
developing political uncertainties: 

Whether American politics will con- 
tinue to take on a royalist flavor — with the 
likes of the Kennedys, Bushes, Cuomos, and 
Clintons besting those who lack recognizable 
names. And 

2) Is Tsongas — who, if she were to win, 
would become just the fourth woman that 
Massachusetts has ever sent to Washington — 
part of a rise in female power within the 
Democratic Party, along with stars such as 
Hillary Clinton and Nancy Pelosi? 

Tsongas’s four opponents for the 
Democratic nomination complain that her 
name recognition alone shouldn't decide 
the race. And that’s a reasonable, but futile, 
point to make in a state that for 200 years has 
swooned over the scions of Adams, Davis, 
Everett, Lodge, and O'Neill. 

On the other hand, this is not your grand- 
father’s Massachusetts, and none of the 
state’s leaders — including Governor Deval 
Patrick, Senate President Therese Murray, 
and House Speaker Salvatore DiMasi — was 
born with silver gavel his her hand. 

Congressman Barney Frank, a Tsongas 
supporter (who, coincidentally, defeated 
the last woman to represent Massachusetts 
Congress, Margaret Heckler, when their 
districts were combined after the 1980 Census 
cost the state a seat), has said that this race 
will capture national attention as a referen- 
dum the Iraq War and the 2006-elected 
Democratic Congress. But so far, the attention 
has settled on two decidedly different issues: 
Tsongas’s late husband and her gender. 


CAREFUL REFERENCES 

Tsongas unabashed about playing the 
gender card, even though one of her chief 
rivals is Eileen Donoghue, a former mayor 
of Lowell. (The other Democrats running are 
state representatives Jamie Eldridge, Barry 
Finegold, and Jim Miceli.) 

Despite Donoghue’s presence, Tsongas 
has gained the endorsement and fundrais- 
ing support List, which backs 
female candidates nationally, and the 
Massachusetts Women’s Political Caucus. 
Many of the most prominent women in 
Massachusetts political circles also have 
endorsed Tsongas, including Kitty Dukakis, 
Patricia McGovern, Swanee Hunt, Evelyn 
Murphy, Cheryl Jacques, Angela Menino, 
Barbara Lee, Lois Pines, Margaret Xifaras, 


and Andrea Silbert, well three state 
senators and five state representatives. 

June, her campaign gathered 350 
women support Tsongas, including 
businesswomen and community activists. 
There are “Tsisters for Tsongas” events. And 
the Lowell headquarters her campaign 
feature prominent reminders that the state 
has had more than two decades of exclusively 
male representation. 

Tsongas’s campaign is, however, far more 
discreet about referring directly her late 
husband. mentioned few materi- 
als, and his instantly recognizable, cherubic 
Greek face is nearly absent. The TV ad she’s 
been airing speaks of her father, a World War 
Il hero, more than her late husband. 

But indirect references are constant. 
Tsongas is actively trading on Paul’s popular- 
ity, boasting the Washington connections 
she made during his time office and while 
he ran for president in 1992. She paints her- 
self his political parmer one campaign 
promo piece even says that, in 1978, “Paul 
and Niki won” the election for US Senate. 
And she took some grief for comment made 
during a recent debate, which some have 
interpreted her claiming have, 
wife, represented the district and then the 
state in Washington, DC. 

But today’s Democratic Party, which 
rallying behind Clinton, has largely accepted 
the legitimacy the “political spouse” expe- 
rience. Political parmers such Elizabeth 
Edwards are becoming the norm; spouses 
disengaged from their husband's work, such 
as Dr. Judy Dean (wife of Howard), are a rare 
curiosity. 

Given the party’s attitudes toward Clinton 
and George W. Bush, it’s fair to guess that 
“wife of” given more credence than “son 
of” in contemporary Democratic politics. The 
power of American political royalty has not 
diminished, but it may have found a differ- 
ent path of succession. 


BINGO! 
If any Democrat is going to beat Tsongas, it is 
likely to be former Lowell mayor Donoghue, 
who neutralizes the gender issue and would 
seem perfectly counter Tsongas’s perceived 
weaknesses: her lack experience elected 
office, and her cozy relationship with “insider” 
Washington politicos. 

Donoghue hit both themes inter- 
view with the Phoenix this past Thursday, 
which she insisted that chalking actual 
accomplishments elected political 
office different than talking about “what 
you read briefing paper.” Tsongas sup- 
ported “the establishment and insiders,” 
says Donoghue, who have “decided there 
really isn’t need for election here.” 


“The notion that people outside the dis- 
trict should choose the next congressperson 
is not only presumptuous,” says Donoghue, 
“but even offensive people the district.” 

But Tsongas is not so easy to dismiss, 
and neither are the endorsements dozens 
high-profile pols. She has been active 
the Lowell community, and can, at times, 
speak insightfully about the public-private 
collaborations that are transforming the 
city. 

She and her supporters are well-practiced 
at reciting her involvement with the Tsongas 
Arena Commission, the Lowell Plan, the 
Fallon Community Health Plan, a foundation 
for children of 9/11 victims, and her current 
job as dean of external affairs at Middlesex 
Community College.

The upcoming primary scheduled for 
Tuesday, September 4, the day after Labor 
Day. Which means that the campaign tak- 
ing place in the doldrums of summer, with 
voting occurring on a day when families are 
also shuttling their children off their first 
day of school. Thus, turnout is expected to be 
low — possibly fewer than 10 percent of the 
district’s 800,000 registered voters. 

That could good thing for the front- 
runner. Low turnout and low interest, many 
believe, will work the advantage the 
best-known name on the ballot — that is, 
Tsongas. fact, it’s been widely speculated 
that this schedule, precipitated the tim- 
ing Meehan’s departure, was set the 
congressman and state Democratic insiders 
help ensure election. 

The other candidates, unable buy wide- 
spread name recognition this race, are 
trying cobble together winning totals from 
small slivers of the electorate and aggressive 
get-out-the-vote efforts. 

Tsongas starts with most voters holding 
the pen over her name — she merely needs to 
reassure them that there’s no reason to vote 
against her. That is a much easier task, and 
one she appears achieving.

you like they pass from one state 
being another. Jittery clubbers the 
door, agitating for entry; the gyre 
out-of-control pit, slewing toward car- 
nage; drugged boozed patron sprout- 
ing invisible tusks hostility; the bounc- 
there, filling the space, negotiating 
the transition. Not always skillfully, and 
not always nicely, but then heavy-hand- 
edness is part of his job description. To 
make something bounce, you have 
smack from time time. 

What, though, his interior life? 
Is there an interior life? Or will we find, 
behind that gum-chewing 
grimace, only flickery Terminator-world 
threat assessment, one-word com- 


mands, and thermal readings of girls’ 
asses? This area not much explored. 
have Rowdy Herrington’s Road House 
(1989), of course: a movie, it turns out, 
that all bouncers love totemic item 
bouncer culture. Patrick Swayze, play- 
ing the taut minimalist Dalton, struts 
lethally about under his moussed mantle 
hair. Bullies leer him and are 
flattened some cases killed. 
chucker-out drunks can watch these 
scenes without hot surge pride. 
rest his loft, Dalton frowns aus- 
terely over Jim Harrison novel and beds 
Kelly Lynch: bouncing its epic aspect. 

More nuanced, Martin Amis’s 1996 
short story “State England” gave Big 
Mal, “five-feet-nine all directions,” 
pensive lump caught between two 
women and reconsidering his vocation: 
“Bouncing was mop-up operation made 
necessary faulty bouncing. The best 
bouncers never did any bouncing. Only 
bad bouncers bounced.” 

But Herrington and Amis are among 
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the very few who have illuminated the 
plight. Until now. Thanks 
a mini-wave of bouncer/brawler mem- 
oirs, we are at last being made privy to 
the many moods bouncing. Welcome, 
gentle reader, Bouncer Lit. 


BEYOND THE VELVET ROPES 

If Chick Lit is for chicks, and Lad Lit is for 
lads, then Bouncer Lit is for . . . big lads? 
Certainly much written for the ap- 
preciation, the delectation, the broth- 
erhood. War stories, tall tales, tips on 
fighting: the prime texts of Bouncer Lit 
share that sallow end-of-the-shift feeling 
captured London doorman Bill Carson 
in his 2005 memoir Show No Fear: A Bounc- 
er's Diary (Athena Press), the feeling of 
bouncers the dawn, stale with second- 
hand smoke and glandular backwash: 
“John drops Pete and me back at my 
place. Wife and kids were bed hours 
ago, the fridge was stocked before left 
that evening, so we chill out with an ice- 
cold beer and listen Pink Floyd whilst 
mulling over the night’s shenanigans.” 
And the US, particularly, Bouncer Lit 
has instructional bent. Books like 
Peyton Quinn’s Guide Barroom 
Brawling and Marc “Animal” MacYoung’s 
Guide Ending Violence Quickly 
(both published Paladin) give you the 
grips and the angles, while Mark Gads- 
den’s Memoirs of a Bouncer (Authorhouse) 
fills you the etiquette. “Vulgarity,” 
writes Gadsden, with the looming prim- 
ness of a true bouncer, “isn’t a positive 
behavior pattern.” 

The latest and paciest these books 
Rob Fitzgerald’s Clublife: Thugs, Drugs, 
and Chaos New York Premier Nightclubs 
(HarperCollins), which details the 
author’s three years bouncing the Red- 
Bull-and-Grey-Goose-fueled clubs West 
Chelsea. Fitzgerald, who built online 
following blogging “Rob the Bouncer” 
for his Clublife site, is the Jay McInerney 
Bouncer Lit. Clublife charts both the 
rise and fall club called Axis (“an 
“of experiences and observations 
clubs”) and the disenchantment of an 
apprentice doorman. 

The two processes are interdependent: 
Axis “goes cold,” losing its celebrity 
cachet and being obliged thereby let 
more bridge-and-tunnel fake-chinchilla- 
wearing riff-raff just keep the lights 
on (or flashing), Rob the Bouncer is 
exposed ever-tawdrier scenes, until 
forced acknowledge that his club has 
become “guido paradise.”

Carlton Leach’s Muscle (Blake) arrived

“I’m the Deadliest Bastard 
You'll Ever Meet,” runs the type on the 
front cover. “If You Cross Me, Track 
You the Ends the Earth and Destroy 
You.” Ex-football hooligan, debt collec- 


tor, steroid abuser, and bodyguard 
compassionate man,” says the 
preface, “who cried unashamedly when 
his dog died” nothing Leach’s port- 
folio heaviness comprehends him like 
the single word bouncer. “I said, ‘I don’t 
give fuck who you are. not wel- 
come.’ A fight kicked off, and 1 grabbed 
him by the throat, pulled out a knife, 
and said, ‘Look, mate, we don’t want 
this grief.

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night, delight. But take warning. 


BUDGET BISTRO Center-cut pork chop and pasta Bolognese top the menu choices Red Sky. 


The pitch for Red Sky is that it’s nicer, 

more upscale, and appeals to a slightly 
older crowd than the other nightspots 
around Faneuil Hall. Every bit of that is true, 
but remember: the competition is catering 
to the fake-ID demographic. That said, some 
nice dishes and pleasant moments at Red Sky 
and its very moderate price point) are not to 
be compared with the same in a more reason- 
able neighborhood. But if you must dine near 
Quincy Market — and if the North End has 
been destroyed by an earthquake — you can 
do so, well, at Red Sky, with a few careful 
selections. 

The menu has some of what you might 
expect, and some beyond that. One charac 
teristic is that most dishes are in their latest 
transmutations, and therefore perhaps un 
recognizable to older members of a party. If 
you remember when nachos were individual 
canapés, each nicely laid out on a triangle of 
corn tostada, for instance, you may be quite 
surprised by Red Sky’s waffle-fry nachos 

$9.50), which have the usual Mexican stuff 
heaped onto a random pile of waffle-fried 
potatoes. Of course, if you were born after 
about 1980, that’s what nachos always looked 
like. In any case, the substitution of a purer 
starch for the corn tostados is sort of fun. 
Spinach-and-artichoke dip ($8.50) now tastes 
mostly of cheese, and is scooped up with 
pita chips. Cobb salad ($11) used to consist of 
cubed things, but this one has strips of grilled 
chicken, vegetables, avocado, egg, and so on. 
It’s tasty and wholesome, and is almost like 
Cobb salad. A tomato-and-mozzarella salad 
($9.50) was done well, with cress and fresh 
mozzarella (though | have to say that other 
restaurants have been using better tomatoes 
this month). 

As for the fresh lobster pizza ($15), the 
switches on Lydia Shire’s old invention just 


don't work. The thin crust is excellent and 
the lobster meat is juicy, but the cheese never 
melts, and the tomato pieces just sit there. 
Jerk-chicken quesadilla ($10), a would-be 
Mexi-jJamaican fusion, is just a mess of an 
idea. The chicken is peppery, but lacks the 
smoke-and-allspice kick of real jerk, and de- 
tracts from the cheese-starch taste of a quesa- 
dilla. Steak-tip salad ($12) has good marinated 
steak tips, but underneath is a cooked vegeta- 
ble stew wilting up the greens — a bad idea. 

The pasta Bolognese ($15) is actually a dish 
someone from Bologna might recognize. The 
fettuccine are as al dente as they might be in 
Italy, and the sauce has bits of various meats. 
This dish might have been served hotter, but 
you wouldn't do better in the North End, and 
often would fall short. I was all the more 
impressed because two other pasta dishes, 
chicken-and-broccoli ziti ($14) and Cajun 
seafood pasta ($20), were travesties of their 
names — but made for good eating nonethe- 
less. The ziti came in a garlic-cream sauce 
with morsels of chicken, and was just deli- 
cious. The Cajun seafood was in an especially 
good seafood sauce, perhaps using some of 
the mussel liquid. The mussels were season- 
ably small but fresh, and the scallops and 
shrimp were excellent. But the penne were 
fully cooked, and the only Cajun flavor was 
hot pepper. Perhaps it’s just as well. 

My other great pick was the grilled center- 
cut pork chops ($17). It was superior pork, 
not overdone, with just enough blue-cheese 
sauce, some nice haricot green beans, and a 
purée of sweet potato that wasn’t sweetened — 
just the way | like it. This is bistro fare on a 
budget. The menu is also nicely hedged with 
attractive “sandwiches.” The fish sandwich 
($11) was perfectly fried fish bun, and 
wanted only fries instead of a cold orzo salad. 
Our mistake — we could have ordered them.

The grilled-vegetable-and-hummus wrap 
($8.50) was not too busy, even in a sun-dried- 
tomato tortilla, but it did get a little soggy, and 
again we switched the fries to grilled asparagus 
($4/a la carte), which were perfectly good, 
though not very grilled. 

Like Mission Bar, which I reviewed this past 
week, this is yet another bar that features beers 
in the right glasses: the tulip for Stella Artois 
($5.24) and the Magners cider cup — well, at 
least it’s Irish — for Guinness ($5.24). Both 
drafts were impeccable. 

Desserts were good but not great, with 
the nod going to the chocolate lava cake ($8), 
perhaps because it didn’t vary a bit from the 
intense-chocolate standard. | also liked the Key 
lime pie ($8), here re-imagined as a cylinder 
of frozen mousse as thick as cheesecake, but 
refreshingly tart. Cheesecake with walnuts ($8) 
was nothing special. And a slice of carrot cake 
($8) was mild, but at least it wasn’t 12 times too 
large. A white-chocolate raspberry truffle ($8) 
was so pretty that I suspect it was purchased 
from somewhere else, but this didn’t stop me 
from eating every bit on a hot night. 

The space has been simplified and opened 
up since Naked Fish left, and the ceiling is 


now red, like a steakhouse. But the rest is dark 


black, reminiscent nightclub. Mind 
where you sit — outdoors, in the front of the 
long room near the stage, or in the back near 
the open kitchen — since it could affect your 
dining experience. Entertainment varies from 
night to night, though recent Wednesdays 
have witnessed Michael Dutra doing an 
almost-entirely-Sinatra set, complete with 
period costume. He somewhat resembles 

a young Sinatra, but sounds like the older 
Sinatra, though perhaps a little more relaxed 
and Tony Bennett-like on the earlier stan- 
dards. As Sinatra for 25-year-olds, it’s a very 
good show. 

Service at Red Sky was good, despite increas- 
ing noise as the house filled up. We needed a 
few more water refills with bar food, but our 
waitress handled complicated orders with en- 
thusiasm and grace. In all, it’s hard to pin down 
what Red Sky hopes to become: some say it's a 
bar, some say it’s a nightclub, some say it's a 
restaurant. I say, if they make up a discounted 


three-course menu for Restaurant Week, they’re

Florida lawyer/video game scapegoater Jack 
Thompson has it all wrong. His crusade to 
keep games out of the hands of the impres- 
sionable youth/future mass murderers of 
America ignores the fact that most gamers 
are over 30. And he need look no farther 
than his own back yard to find one of the 
vilest cretins ever to place hand on joystick: 
Billy Mitchell, an arrogant Floridian hot- 
sauce magnate. Bearded, with a mullet 
straight out 1982, Mitchell worshipped 
by the passionate misfits within the small, 
strange culture “classic arcade gaming,” 
where he’s held a number of world records, 
one of which he set back in 1982: a score of 
874,300 on the arcade machine that intro- 
duced Nintendo's iconic mascot, Mario. The 
game? Donkey Kong. 

Mitchell is living the American Dream 
(dig his flag-print ties), swaggering around 
with his trophy wife, confident that his 
past glories will never eclipsed. And, 
really, who has time to master the intrica- 
cies of an absurdist retro game where the 
player takes the role plump Italian 
plumber ascending endless screens iron 
girders and ladders and dodging deadly 
rolling barrels fruitless attempt save 
damsel caught the clutches chest- 
thumping monkey? 

Enter Steve Wiebe, lifelong loser from 
Redmond, Washington. Skilled in many 
fields (science, sports, music), he’s failed at 
pretty much all of them, but he’s a likable 
failure. The one thing he has accomplished 
is building a family. Nevertheless, on the 
day in 2003 when he signed his mortgage, 
was laid off from his job Boeing. Un- 
employed, he took to playing the vintage 
Donkey Kong arcade cabinet housed in his 
garage.

The Autumn Garden Williamstown; The Widow’s Blind Date Gloucester

illian Hellman turned the pot down 
from boil to simmer for THE AUTUMN 
GARDEN, her 1951 attempt Che- 
khovian. Actually, since the play is 
set in a Gulf Coast “summer guest 
hotel” about 100 miles from New Orleans, it 
feels as if Hellman had stuffed Chekhov, Ten- 
nessee Williams, and Horton Foote into a bag 
and shaken it. Devoid the life-destroying 
lesbian accusations of The Children’s Hour or the 
blunt-instrumental Southern family feud- 
g of The Little Foxes, this lively yet discursive 
mination of disappointed lives is tartly 
witty yet infused with a shrewd, sad gentil- 
ity. And though Hellman penned it at 45, it’s 
as autumnal as the hearty flowerbeds of the 
title, its denizens past their summer bloom 
but not dead yet. 
iellman considered The Autumn Garden the 
best of her plays. So did companion Dashiell 
Hammett, who not only inspired couple 
the characters but also supplied rewrites. 
As if to strengthen their assessment, the 
work is receiving a very satisfying revival 
by Williamstown Theatre Festival (through 
August 26). The festival known for its lav- 
ish revisitation of classics, American and 
otherwise but given the hectic summer 
schedule and limited rehearsal time, the 
name actors you eagerly drove west to 
see sometimes appear acting dif- 
ferent plays. Not this time. The Autumn 
Garden is fully congealed, like a big 
Southern-Sunday-supper Jell-O mold, 
with Allison Janney, Elizabeth Franz, John 
Benjamin Hickey, Jessica Hecht, Maryann 
Plunkett, and Mamie Gummer suspended 
in it like fruit. It's not ambrosia — as Hell- 
mani told the play’s original director, Harold 
Clurman, “Chekhov's a much better writer 
than | am.” But it will do nicely. 
t's set toward the end of the summer 
of '49 in the Tuckerman manse; now a sea- 
sonal hotel, the place exudes gossamer, 
worn-out grandeur. Tonight, however, 
abuzz with expectation the arriv- 
al of artist Nick Denery, proprietor Con- 
stance erstwhile fiancé, 
who years ago decamped for Paris 
study painting and met a rich New 
York woman on the boat, leaving 
Constance to carry a torch. Also 
hand are old acquaintances 
Ned Crossman, who used to i 


love Constance but now has 

eyes only for the bottle, and , 
Carrie Ellis, who vaca- 
tioning the company her 
wealthy, sharp-tongued mother- 
in-law and her effeminate son, 
Frederick. The party rounded 

out by General Benjamin Criggs, a 
veteran of two world wars, and his 
silly wife, Rose, as well as Constance’s 


French-born niece, Sophie, who was rescued 
from post-war poverty and unenthusiasti- 
cally engaged to Frederick. Enter the Denerys 
appealing spoiled Nick and his chic, sor- 
trowful shadow of a wife, Nina — to stir the 
pot. But what’s roiling around there, apart 
from a scandal shamefully puny by today’s 
standards, is the somber realization — voiced 
General Griggs speech knocked out 
Hammett after Hellman had had many an 
unsuccessful go — that there is no moment at 
which you can just erase your life in order to 
turn it around. What's done is done, even if 
what’s done is you.

The play more character-driven and 
reflective than Hellman’s other work for 
the stage; it’s like apolitical premoni- 
tion of the success the author would enjoy 
imaginative not outright menda- 
cious memoirist, creator of shrines to her 
own political integrity and her liaison with 
Its characters tend toward ste- 
reotype, but British directors sometimes 
have way with our Southern writers, and 
under David Jones’s guidance, Hellman’s 
flawed lot of balked souls come alive, 
touching the heart as well as making you 
want to slap them. Hickey has the tough- 
est job, making sympathetic the careless, 
sometimes consciously cruel artist man- 
qué Nick, who churns old losses either 
do. The Dick Cavett-esque Hickey captures 
the obtuse boyishness Nick, scampering 
about bowlegged stoop, trying get 
someone, anyone, to come out and play. And 
Hecht brings exotic, gracious sadness 
his outsider wife, who has been dragged 
into this play too many times before.

The third, female New 
Yorker town visit her dying brother, 
finds herself sinking back into the quick- 
sand the past. perhaps she puts her 
dainty foot right in. Whatever the play’s 
allegorical intent, The Widow’s Blind Date is 

heart revenge tragicomedy, Friedrich 
Diirrenmatt’s Der Besuch der alten Dame (“The 
Visit”) removed the baling-press room 

circa 30 years ago. (For my money, the play, 
bristling with desperate male yearning and 
misdirected misogyny, would work better 
its time period were clearer.) 

Archie “Billy-Goat” Crisp, aided this 
particular Saturday George “Kermie” 
Ferguson, lugging bales old paper 
into machine that compacts can 
trucked away and turned into new pa- 
per. Call Sisyphean call recycling: 
“supper date” with the widow the title, 
Margy Burke. High-school salutatorian 
made good, the NYU-employed stickler for 
good English back town and has called 
the local boy with once and future 
crush her. Since there’s long-ago in- 
cident sexual violence hovering over the 
three characters, their reunion recipe 
for mayhem. the play, and particularly 
Robert galvanic production

bring about. You have admire actors 
Derek Milman, Sean Meehan, and Laurie 
Naughton for their uncompromising com- 
mitment to this grim, frequently exploding 
work. Like the job they do, Milman and 
Meehan are dirty and sweaty and utterly 
unglamorous from the get-go. And Naugh- 
ton, blonde and slim her leather trench- 
coat, comes among and between them like 
some erstwhile macho triumph turned 
detonating putdown. 

have long considered this play, which 
was last produced Gloucester 1989, 
among the prolific Horovitz’s best, along 
with The Indian Wants the Bronx; North Shore 
Fish, and Henry Lumper. It still packs a 
punch, and Horovitz captures the prole- 
tarian syntax, swaggering machismo, 
and dead-end desperation bullish sad 
sack Archie and the harder, more dimwit- 
ted George. But these two working-class 
posturers, at least as rendered here, are 
almost too cretinous to take seriously. And 
the play’s depiction female empower- 
ment hovers uncomfortably between femi- 
nist and prurient. In the end, amid all the 
newspapers, beer cans, and flotsam and 
jetsam on stage, it gets hard to sort meta- 
phor from melodrama.

terrible taste in men — well, at least she’ll set 
her sanity free style. 

First order business: yes, Whitney did 
get the job Teen Vogue. She’s now Lauren’s 
new boss and sage advice giver/pseudo- 
therapist. OMC! It’s nothing had 
changed at all. Who, Lauren and Whitney 
dish, could have started the sex-tape rumor 
that forced Our Heroine plead her side 
the story glorified Weekly spread? 
Was Jason? was Heidi? Yup. Prob- 
ably Heidi. God. Heidi! What bitch! (This 
never outright stated, merely implied 
through numerous eye rolls.) How does she 
live with herself? More important how 
does she live with Spencer? 

Lauren and new roommate Audrina 
not, of course, accept the half-assed invites 


the housewarming party thrown 
Boob-Job Space Cadet Heidi and Captain 
the Douchebag Express Spencer. They’re 
too good for it.

How 
will Lauren ever find boy her own she 
doesn’t have single friend who isn’t socially 
awkward help her?

February 2005, Phil Spector did 
something tragic and horrifying, 
something that cemented his reputation 
dangerous eccentric and left permanent 
stain his record rock’s greatest produc- 
er. moment weakness, licensed 
the Ronettes’ “Be Baby” for for the 
erectile-dysfunction drug Cialis. 

That was hardly the first time that one 
another type dysfunction had figured 
into life and art. had, course, 
allegedly done something even more shame- 
ful two years earlier, the night the actress 
Lana Clarkson visited his home. As anyone 
who watches tabloid CNN knows 
now, Clarkson died gunshot wound 
Spector’s mansion soon after meeting him 
at Hollywood's House of Blues. The mur- 
der-trial evidence far doesn’t point 
Spector’s favor, and neither does his history 
of troubled relationships, a nasty temper, 
and thing for guns. 

British journalist Mick Brown was 
granted Spector’s first interview 
years, just few days before

circus, with its pulp-fiction title and its 
back-cover photo the roped-off crime 
scene. But this turns out the clos- 

est thing definitive Spector biography 
that’s yet appeared even though only 
one artist Spector produced (Crystals singer 
La La Brooks) gets interviewed, and many 
the interviews are with the same angry 
ex-girlfriends since testified the 
trial. couple factual howlers make 
in, notably that drummer Alan White was 
forbidden to use cymbals on John Lennon’s 
“Instant Karma” (listen to the chorus), and 
that the Ramones’ “Baby I Love You” was a 
Top single. 

Fortunately, Brown shows enough under- 
standing of the music to keep the book out 
Inside Edition territory. And the Spector that 
emerges one his fans will recognize: bril- 
liant artist, miserable human being. Spec- 
tor’s habit pulling guns friends, lovers, 
and strangers duly noted, but Brown gives 
him the benefit the doubt, particularly 
when dealing with his co-dependent mar- 

riage Ronnie Spector. And the author 
comes with novel explanation for 
Spector’s long-time alcohol problem: 
began boozing because insecure George 
Harrison spent hours time overdubbing 
guitars All Things Must Pass. 

There are full accounts the glorious 
“Wall of Sound” sessions in the "6os, and 
the more manic ones that came later. The 
most priceless quote comes from BBC in- 
terview with Leonard Cohen, who recorded 
with Spector the “In the state that 
found himself, which was post-Wagnerian, 
would say Hitlerian, the atmo- 
sphere was one guns. you were 
biting into revolvers your ham- 
burger.” The story turns tragic long 
before Clarkson enters the picture, 
Spector’s insecurities keep him out 
the studio for decades time. 

Most heartbreaking story 
from 1994, when a comeback-hun- 
Spector talks himself into gig 
producing Celine Dion. assembles 
the old Wall Sound crew and pro- 
duces track that Brown swears 
masterpiece. Dion thrilled until 
Spector’s tantrums get extreme 
that he’s fired and the work never 
released. The story later repeats itself 
failed session with the English 
band Starsailor. 

In their rambling interview, to- 
ward the book’s end, Spector declares 
himself certifiably insane (more out 
self-mythologizing than self-pity) 
and Brown seems inclined agree. 
then, Spector had effectively left 
the world; he’d become rock’s most 
celebrated producer without produc- 
ing, and its greatest tragedy without 
dying. And at the end of the day, “Be 
Baby” still great record.

Pop secrets 


The New Pornographers explore the quiet zone

guy was talking 
Carl Newman says the title 
track the new New Pornog- 
raphers disc, “saying, ‘My wife 
thinks it’s sad; two people are never going 
get together even though they’re

And they did: Newman tells this story a 
few days before he’s married. It’s love 
that’s all over Challengers (Matador), in ways 
both conspicuous —“Go Places” his most 
overt love song and subtle, the reloca- 
tion some the band’s operations from 
Vancouver to his bride’s leafy Brooklyn neigh- 
borhood. What’s funny about Newman's 
story he’s the joke that you 
can’t blame that guy’s wife for her interpreta- 
tion the song. celebrations love go, 
“Challengers” sounds like awfully sad 
one. Which is probably why it rings so true. 

“Songs that have a sad note are always 
favorite, Devil’s Eyes’ the Go- 
Betweens,” he explains. “It’s sad, but there’s 
hope, like matter what shit goes down, 
going all right.” 

The same could said for the New Por- 
nographers: they’re bound less shared rock 
ambition than certain kind love, and 
they’re less affected than most bands would 
the fact that their main songwriter and 
frontman has moved across the continent. 
bassist John Collins said around the release of 
their 2003 second album, Electric Version (also 
Matador), “Carl just doesn’t write a bad song.” 

Sometimes touted as a Canadian super- 
group, or, more ambiguously, a “collective,” 
they all have side interests. Bassist John Col- 
lins is a producer and keyboardist; Blaine 
Thurrier is a filmmaker; Newman released 
a well-received solo record, The Slow Wonder 
(Matador), in 2004; Dan Bejar, the group’s 
other songwriter, has his own band, indie 
fave Destroyer, and has never toured with 
this one; Neko Case has found her vocal cords 
and her voice as a solo artist and in some 
circles has eclipsed the New Pornographers. 
And yet the band thrive. “It’s just the nature 
the band,” Newman says. “Even though 
it’s our jobs, it’s really low-key.” 

This confounding rock orthodoxy simply 
happened. “In the beginning, took two and 
half years make 2000 Mass Ro- 
mantic, just because didn’t have any money 
label. was asking John could pro- 
duce for free, spec. Not even real spec, be- 
cause one had specced for anything 
was speculation that doing for free. 
this had wait whenever had paying 
gig, which much bigger hassle than that 
everybody’s very busy now, because now 
least it’s priority for most the people, 


it’s their primary source 
income. 

mean, when people 
Say it’s collective, I’m 
like, ‘Whoa.’ They think 
we're sitting cross-legged 
circle planning our 
next year, deciding who’s 
going what chores.” 

Newman ’s often acerbic 
wit has sweetened bit. 
successful band and suc- 
cessful relationship will 
that. The effects happier 
Carl Newman the mu- 
sic, however, are inci- 
dental. Challengers the 
quietest New Pornog- 
raphers record yet, but 
each release since the 
joyously fractious Mass 
Romantic has been progres- 
sively more subdued, and 
that, like penchant for 
melancholy, is what moves 
him songwriter. His 
lyrics have always been 
the inscrutable side, indie 
sleuths would better not 
think this his American 
Album. 

“It’s not like when I’m 
writing anywhere I’m walking 
the streets taking the ambi- 
ance. write home apartment with 
guitar. moved Brooklyn for this 
loved, there are three four songs that are 
stories about that, but it could have just as 
easily been about any other city.” 

The most New York song on the record is 
in fact Bejar’s “Myriad Harbour,” a typically 
(for Bejar) sexualized reflection on the city, 
complete with references to specific corners. 
Newman speculates that it was a reaction to 
his move. (Elsewhere, in “The Spirit of Giving 
In,” Bejar sings, “I was sick of America and her 
screaming decay.”) But Newman — bemuse- 
ment the good-natured jab aside doesn’t 
parse Bejar’s lyrics, any more than he’d want 
others delve too deeply into his own. 

“There are songs this that are very 
clearly love songs. It’s still not really clear, 
nothing says, love you because you have 
pretty green eyes, but trying say that 
poetic way.’ There’s some songs where 
trying that, like, Places.’ still 
comes off little strange.” 

“Go Places” indeed lovely, with vocals 
Katherine Calder, who has taken over 
much the female-vocal heavy lifting from 
Neko Case. (Calder niece. 
the band’s bio for Twin Cinema, ex- 
plains, “About seven years ago, found out 
long-lost sister, who had two kids. 


knew Kathryn became musician, but only 
recently friends saw her band play and raved 
to me about her talent. I thought, “You can’t 
have your niece in your band! It’s just not 
done!’ turns out that done.”) The song 
fits Calder’s winsome vocals with lyrics like 
“our arms filled with miracles” and “deus ex 
machina/Good morning Christina.” It con- 
jures holding hands at the point where that 
first means something. For Newman, whose 
melodic gifts can result all manner pop 
chicanery, it’s remarkably direct. 

“I do admire writers who can do that, like 
able write song like ‘Pale Blue Eyes.’ 
It’s simple and beautiful; like able 
that. It’s real tightrope act, because 
you run the risk sounding like 
Beautiful’ by James Blunt, and though that 
could recipe for success, mind it’s 
recipe for disaster.” The Brian Wilson- 
inflected “My Rights Versus Yours” and 
especially the gorgeous “Unguided” are 
romantic their own way, but they’re more 
opaque and open-ended. 

Newman optimistic about Challengers’ 
despite acknowledging that some 
people will wish rocked more. “This the 
direction I've always wanted head in. 
always done whatever the hell it is we do; 
we've always been little more rock than

Three for the road 


Herbie Hancock, Renee Rosnes, and Luciana Souza

aybe it’s Larry Klein’s world 

and the rest of us just live in 

it. The former husband of Joni 
Mitchell has slew impres- 

sive production and bass-play- 
ing credits, from Mitchell and Freddie 
Hubbard to Shawn Colvin and Madeleine 
Peyroux. Now he’s produced the major- 
label debut his current wife, Luciana 
Souza (more on that later), as well as the 
forthcoming Mitchell tribute, River: The Joni 
Letters (Verve, due in stores September 25), 
by jazz piano monster Herbie Hancock. 

Klein was great source informa- 
tion about the songs and their mean- 
ings,” says Hancock, who plays the 
Berklee Performance Center August 25, 
“the environment that is described in the 
songs and in some cases when and why 
Joni wrote a particular song, what was 
happening her life that provoked her 
to write that song.” Speaking to me on 
the phone from LA, Hancock says that he 
and Klein spent “a few weeks” just talk- 
ing about the songs and their meaning, 
choosing the material, and coming up 
with a list of vocalists. 

It’s an impressive list, with expected 
guests and some good left-field surprises: 
Souza (“Amelia”), Norah Jones (“Court 
and Spark”), and Corinne Bailey Rae 
(“River”) — of course. But also Tina Turner 
(“Edith and the Kingpin”!) and the great 
lady Herself (“Tea Leaf Prophecy”). Per- 
haps best of all is Leonard Cohen intoning 
Beat-poet spoken-word rendition “The 
Jungle Line.” The biggest surprise: first 
listen, this is not a commercial sop like 
last guest-star-studded crossover 
outing, 2005's Possibilities, which featured, 
among others, Annie Lennox, Christina 
Aguilera, Paul Simon, and Sting, ina 
hodgepodge old and new pop songs. 

The Joni Letters is a moody, cohesive whole, 
with long stretches subdued improvisa- 
tion between verses from Hancock and 
Wayne Shorter. few pieces are instru- 
mental only, and one of them is Shorter’s 
classic “Nefertiti.” (Joni as the mysteri- 
ous, impetuous queen of the Nile?) 

Hancock says expect career-span- 
ning set at Berklee — '6os Blue Note 
material, Head Hunters funk, and more 
— from his quartet with exciting young 
Beninese guitarist and vocalist Lionel 
Loueke, electric-bassist Nathan East, 
and drummer Vinnie Colaiuta. play 
both electric and acoustic keyboards. But 
don’t expect anything from River: “We 
have time rehearse. And one 
the things discovered for the material 
that’s on the record is that it’s really more 
appropriate with feminine singer than 
male singer.” 


The SF Jazz Collective's 

Live 2007 is worth seek- 
ing out —for the all-star cast 
and the compositions this 
year’s dedicatee composer, 
Thelonious Monk, yes, but 
also for a second disc of 
original pieces by the band 
members that includes Dave 
Douglas’s “San Francisco 
Suite” and Renee 
“Lion’s Gate.” The latter 
classic post-bop steeplechase 
of a tune with rhythmic and 
harmonic twists and turns 
that inspires some the best 
playing on record by Joshua 
Redman (some flat-out 
ing swing in contrast with 
his recent stop-start rhyth- 
mic gamesmanship) and by 
the pianist/composer herself. 

Rosnes, who the 
Tanglewood Jazz Festival on 
September 1, has.long been 
respected for her versatil- 
ity and adventurousness. A 
long-time member of veteran 
bebopper James Moody’s 
band, she released a string 
of CDs as a leader on Blue 
Note beginning in 1988. 
They showed post-bop styl- 
ist continually extending 
her range — something you can hear on the 
internationally flavored Life on Earth, which 
makes use of everything from Indian tablas 
to a Balinese monkey chan«. But for a quick 
fix on her playing, go to“Lion’s Gate,” where 
Redman gradually accelerates and Rosnes 
comes fast tempo and ratchets 
further, galloping through the changes, 
marking the built-in rhythmic turn-arounds 
with fleet riffing and percussive pounding, 
unfurling silky runs into the upper register. 

Rosnes engaged marry pianist Bill 
Charlap just days before her Tanglewood ap- 
pearance. she latter-day progressive 
hard-bopper and composer/arranger, Charlap 
these days seen the keeper the Ameri- 
can Songbook flame. 

“Well, are two different piano players,” 
she says with chuckle when reach her 
phone the home she shares with Charlap 
in West Orange, New Jersey. “I hesitate to 
compare our styles, because don’t even 
like putting into words what style play. 
depends the context. accompany- 
ing James Moody, I’m not saying my style 
changes, but brings different skill set 
from gig with the Jazz Collective even 
my own group.” 

What skill set does Moody require? “He 
obviously comes from the bebop tradition

and liable play any tune any time, and 
you have to have done your homework. He 
doesn’t rehearse, he doesn’t talk about the 
music, just gets there and plays. And 
does bring different things from time 
time. What inspiration! very enthu- 
siastic about learning new approaches the 
music or new ways of improvising.” 

On the other hand, the Collective — the 
resident and touring band the non-profit 
San Francisco Jazz Organization (SFJAZZ) 
material and write for the individual 
members the band. All know the 
individual skills the people the band, 
it’s fun write for specific musicians 
rather than being commissioned write 
piece for aband.”

friend of mine once admitted to a guilty 
pleasure: James Taylor. Much maligned 
the hipoisie, Taylor was, she said, the nearest 
equivalent the samba-based bossa style: 
the soft, vibratoless vocals, the mix cheer 
and melancholy. Samba is, after all, the 
blues of Brazil: rhythmic party music with an 
undercurrent sadness. 

So, paper, Luciana Souza’s The New 
Bossa Nova (Verve) would appear fool- 
proof. Here’s the esteemed fortysomething 
Brazilian-born jazz singer, guided hus- 
band Klein, adapting American folk and pop 
to bossa — Taylor, Joni Mitchell, Leonard 
Cohen, even Elliott Smith. But The New Bossa 
Nova curiously flat. the material itself 
that’s inflexible? Listen to Souza’s string 
brilliant albums for Sunnyside and she 
seems capable making music out the 
most unlikely sources, not just her two 
all-Brazilian duo albums but even her CDs 
dedicated the poetry Elizabeth Bishop 
and Pablo Neruda — the latter translated 
into English! When she sings Brazilian 
classic like “As Praias Desertas,” 
it’s all there: the beautiful, natural pitch, 
the phrasing, the warmth. Her setting 
ate folk/jazz/art song, freely composed 
somewhat the manner Souza’s Boston 
contemporary Dominique Eade. the new 
album, she seems more hemmed than 
liberated by the bossa concept. That bossa 
beat undulates beneath her Mitchell’s 
“Down You,” but when she sings, “Every- 
thing comes and goes/Marked lovers and 
styles clothes,” just lies there. Mitchell’s 
self-consciousness goes against the bossa 
nova grain. 

No one deserves success more than Souza, 
who worked hard Boston teaching, per- 
forming, and getting degrees Berklee and 
New England Conservatory before taking 
the big chance New York. And her re- 
cent Newport Jazz Festival appearance, she 
seemed genuine talking about her love for 
this American pop from her childhood. (She’s 
the Regattabar tonight, August 23.) hope 
she reaches the audience she’s looking for 
with The New Bossa Nova. And hope that audi- 
ence discovers the rest her discography.

An increasingly distraught Judith 
guesses what’s behind the seventh door, but 
she’s wrong: his previous wives are alive, 
locked away his castle/brain, figments 
his imagination, and when pushes her 
inside and relocks the door, she joins them 
living death. 

Judith won't trust Bluebeard; he asks her 
not to open the last two doors, to take him 
is, but she Berlioz’s Marguerite 
trusts Faust too facilitate their 
assignations, he gives her a sleeping potion 
for her mother, but she administers it too 
often, her mother dies, and Marguerite 
sentenced to the scaffold.

as a set of brilliant showpieces, with all 

of the composer’s favorite tropes. A young 
man lost yearning for the Ideal finds his 
Beloved and they sing a passionate, ago- 
nized love duet; there are also tavern cho- 
ruses, military choruses, pilgrim choruses, 
spirit choruses, and, finally, angel cho- 
ruses. The moment meeting transcen- 
dent: “After this long martyrdom,” Faust 
tells us, “what happiness!” Flash-forward: 
Marguerite alone her room, singing 
happier days, and Faust back where 
he began, in the embrace of nature and en- 
nui. We never learn why he abandoned her 
(except that in Berlioz, the feminine Ideal 
never Ideal enough), why assigna- 
tions and not marriage. Mephistopheles 
tells Faust that he’ll save Marguerite today 
if Faust will serve him “tomorrow”; Faust 
signs without second thought (the music 
hardly notices either), whereupon Mephis- 
topheles hustles him off not Marguerite 
but to Pandzmonium, where he'll endure 
the eternal torture the damned. Faust 
consigned Hell for signing piece pa- 
per? For being faithless lover? his 
sacrifice that saves Marguerite? don’t 
hear whether she’s executed, only that 
she’s taken Heaven. Mephistopheles 
and Faust seem have had part this 
Heaven forgives Marguerite for being 
“naive soul” led astray love. 

There’s a naiveté, an innocence, to the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra’s sound these 
days, and I wonder what Europe will make 
it. It’s full-bodied sound, forthright, 
muscular, optimistic; you could argue that 
there’s too much democracy and not enough 
definition. Bluebeard at times conjured Rich- 
ard Strauss; I would have liked less flower- 
ing garden and more torture chamber, 
the revered 1966 recording Istvan Kertész 
made for Decca with Christa Ludwig and 
Walter Berry. All four movements the 
Brahms gave out the same energy, and it 
was whiny to boot, the way Brahms so often 
is. John Ferrillo’s slow-movement oboe solos 
were islands of feeling, however, and the 
finale, which stop for thought 
and here didn’t, brought the audience its 
feet. Faust got full sun instead twilight; 
everything was heard, nothing intimated. 
The bittersweet balance was there, with 
the inner strings clear and unstinted, but 
Berlioz needs to be more insinuating, more 
nasal, more neurotic. 

The singers, on two cool nights (plus 
unpredicted storm that blew through 
on Friday), were good but not always what 
hope taking tour.

Let us take a moment to appreciate New Jersey. Pure sweaty 
Americana: diners, freeways, and the Boss. Not to mention 
the Bouncing Souls, Lifetime, and the Ergs!, who made 
sure the crowd knew that their show at the Roxy a week 
ago Thursday was close they’d get New Brunswick 
basement circa '93. (“Minus the asbestos,” noted bassist Joey 
Erg.) you’re into punk hardcore, these bands hardly 
need introduction. They tour constantly, save for Life- 
time, who reunited last year after decade off, releasing 
homonymous album (their fourth) that’s as fast and fresh 
and sincere any group hardcore guys singing about 
relationships can get. The Roxy made the wise decision 
forgo the audience barrier, paving the way for the appropri- 
ate all-ages stage dives and sing-alongs.

1886, it was The Strange Case of Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde: dark versus light, yin 
versus yang. In the summer of 2007, 
it’s a reprise of “T.1. vs. T.1.P.,” the di- 
chotomy T.I. covered four years ago on 
his Trap Muzik, where T.1.P., his hard- 
core/street side, battled T.1., his level- 
headed side.

ing three minutes into 45 isn’t easy. 
In “Act I,” T.L.P. flips out on his label 
and launches a tirade that doesn’t 
abate for the first seven tracks. T.1.P.

hit “Big Shit Poppin,’ ” the Khao-pro- 
duced “Watch What You Say to Me” 
with Jay-Z, and the Danja-produced 
“Hurt” with Busta Rhymes and Grand 
Hustle affiliate Alfamega. In “Act II,” 
T.1. wakes to the destruction his alter 
ego has caused and wrests control. 
The album falters when its pace 
slows, as on the abysmal Nelly duet 
“Show It to Me” and the Runners- 
produced “Don’t You Wanna Be High.” 
On “Help Is Coming,” however, Just 
Blaze recycles the sample from Roc- 
a-Fella’s “4 Da Fam,” and Eminem's 
breezy brass march on “Touchdown” 
allows T.1. to switch up his flow. By 
the time T.I. and T.I.P. confront each 
other in “Act III,” the differences be- 
tween the two have become trivial. In 
exploring his split psyche, T.1. forgets 
what made the excursion interesting 
to begin with: there’s good and evil in 
everyone, but you gotta mix the two 
to get a reaction.

OF HELL | Epitaph | Early-’80s 
hardcore roll call: Black Flag? Gone.

Still here, still 
putting out new music, and still an- 
noyed. Their latest brings founding 
guitarist and Epitaph honcho Brett 
Gurewitz back to join former Minor 
Threat/Dag Nasty/Meatmen punk- 
guitarist-for-life Brian Baker and 
long-time Bad Religion guitarist Creg 
Hetson. Bad Religion have always 
been on the softer side of hardcore, 
thanks to those massed vocals and 
Greg Gaffin’s tendency to sing rather 
than shout. “New Dark Ages,” with 
its layered background harmonies, 
wall-of-sound instrumentation, and 
quietly propulsive drumming, is a 27- 
year career in a nutshell. Elsewhere, 
there’s the old-school SoCal hardcore 
of “52 seconds” (which is actually 58 


seconds), and Caffin’s impressive vo- 
cab (he’s got a PhD, teaches at UCLA, 
and drops phrases like “supplicate 
and survive this transubstantia- 
tion”). But he comes right back with 
“Murder” (“If you're discontent to 
know your world’s a pile of shit/Lis- 
ten to a riddle that'll tickle every bit 
of it”), ditching the tuneful vocals for 
a bit of good old-fashioned scream- 
ing. Sure, it sounds odd coming from 
a bunch of fortysomethings rather 
than some grimy all-ages kids.

tary, Ricki Stern and Anne Sundberg 
argue that the civil war in western 
Sudan is easy to grasp: the good guys 
are Darfur’s black Africans and the 
rebel SLA (Sudanese Liberation Army) 
and Justice and Equality Movement; 


the bad guys are the Arabic central gov- 


ernment in Khartoum, which Stern 
and Sundberg hold responsibie for 

the systematic rape, torture, and kill- 
ing of between 200,000 and 400,000 
Darfuri villagers. The actual evildo- 
ers are Islamic militia, the notorious 
“Janjaweed,” the “devils on horse- 
back” of the title. Brian Steidle, the 
documentary’s protagonist is a reguiar 
joe who, after his time was up in the 
Marines, applied for overseas employ- 
ment and found himself monitoring 
the ceasefire. Amid the burned-down 
homes and the dead bodies, he bravely 
took photographs. He returned home; 


he met with congressmen, he met 
with Condoleezza Rice. Everyone was 
concerned but nothing was done, and

Gavras (Costa-Cavras’s daughter), 
and set in the early 1970s, this a 
family drama about affluent parents 
who suddenly go radical, and about 
how their political conversion af 
fects their children, especially their 
nine-year-old daughter, Anna (a 
wonderful Nina Kervel-Bey). She's 
been happy as a petite bourgeoise, 
attending Catholic school and visit 
ing with her De Gaullist patrician 
grandparents. The more her parents 
(Stefano Accorsi and Julie Depardieu) 
embrace progressive causes like sup- 
porting Salvador Allende’s election 
in Chile, the more estranged Anna 
becomes, and the more entrenched 
as a right-wing, anti-Communist 
kid. Except for dragging her toa 
demonstration, Anna's parents are 
remarkably free with their reaction- 
ary-thinking progeny, allowing 

her to believe whatever she wishes. 
Ditto this open-minded film, which 
trusts the audience to pick wisely 
among the various ideologies war-

®@®@ GREASE | 1978 | No plot to 
speak of, mismatched leads, songs 
that are whiter than white, humor 
that’s sophomoric instead of snappy, 
and a sensibility that keeps trying to 
buy into the 'sos when it should be 
parodying them — gotta be Grease. 
Randal Kleiser’s film version of the 
Broadway musical, with Danny (John 
Travolta), Sandy (Olivia Newton- 
John), Rizzo (Stockard Channing), 
and the rest of the gang at Rydell 
High (Bobby, not Mark), is hotter 
than ever, even as it makes Fast Times 
at Ridgemont High look like Rebel Without 
a Cause. Travolta's posturings and 
Newton-John’s Pollyanna act seem 
to come from different planets, but 
these two are both softies at heart, 
and that’s what greases Grease’s 
wheels.

Spray 2007 is absurdly likable, with 

its go-get-'em energy and unironic 
joy. Newcomer Nikki Blonsky steps 
in for Ricki Lake as Tracy Turnblad, 
and a waspish, ropily Aryan Michelle 
Pfeiffer is TV-station manager Velma 
Von Tussle, who's foiled in her effort 
to keep Tracy off Baltimore's American 
Bandstand-like Corny Collins Show. When. 
it’s delivering a joke, the film relies 
on the same hacky punch-up that’s 
made Broadway tick for 80 years. And 
John Travolta is a misguided horror 
as Tracy's mother Edna, out of his 
depth as he tries to get his Streep on 
with a swollen-tongued Baltimore 
accent. But like the tone and (most 
of) the acting, the score, with its 
eclectic bestiary of rock, R&B, blues, 
and adults-only Latin suavity, is a tri- 
umph of enthusiasm. And if Tracy's 
protest of the cancellation of the 
show's monthly “Negro Day” builds 
to a troubling dénouement in which 
a civil-rights march seems to be as 
much about glorifying her slumming 
leadership as it is about equality, 
well, dang if that doesn’t make Hair-

Although 
they were impoverished victims of 
colonialism in Algeria and Morocco, 
more than 100,000 North Africans 


— “indigenous ones,” as the French 
scornfully called them — volunteered 
to fight for the fatherland. Bouchareb 
focuses on one such brave unit that 
crossed the Mediterranean, tinhorns 
landing in Italy who become grizzled 
veterans moving north, from Mar- 
seilles up and out, finally into the 
frosty, alien winter of Alsace, where, 
like good Muslims, not terrorists 

but allies, they pray to Allah before 
going into battle. The main quartet 
—Jamel Debbouze, Samy Naceri, 
Sami Bouajila, Roschdy Zem — won a 
special group acting award at the 2006

a same-sex couple. The scam’s for 

a good reason, however: Chuck's 
“marital partner,” widower Larry (King 
of Queens’ Kevin James), wants to set 
up his newly motheriess children 

as the beneficiaries of his pension, 
but there’s a bureaucratic snag. And 
though the set-up may be tedious pop- 
pycock, the pay-off’s charms include a 
couple of raucous weddings in same- 
sex-marriage-friendly Canada, Jessica 
Biel as a sex object, and Ving Rhames

A sloppy one- 
night stand between Ben (Seth Rogen, 
a bearish mix of Albert Brooks and 
John Belushi) and twentysomething 
E! producer Alison (Katherine Heig]) 
Tesults in the title condition. Abortion 
is the “A” word in a dismissive, comic 
scene — instead, Ben, like Apatow, 
gets gelded, renouncing his “freedor:” 
to become a saintly pseudo-spouse 
catering to her every (increasingly ir- 
rational and hormonal) need. And Ali- 
son's grotesquely emasculating sister, 
Debbie (Leslie Mann, Apatow’s wife 
— what does that tell you?), represents 
the nadir of the matrimonial and pa- 
Tental state, incessantly berating her 
husband (a sad and witty Paul Rudd) 
for his inadequacies, driving him out 
of the house and then spying on him. 
There'd be more laughs if, instead 

of covertly blasting women, Apatow 
acknowledged that it’s matrimony, 
parenthood, and social conformity 
that are pissing him off and made

films (which may not be saying that 
much), this is the story of a man who 
goes to absurd lengths to defend his 
sexual honor but is too confused and 
frightened to try to defend his politi- 
cal honor. Mimi (Giancarlo Giannini) 
is a Sicilian dockworker who votes 
against a Mafia candidate because 
he thinks it’s a secret ballot. Turns 
out it wasn't, so he has to leave his 
wife, Rosalia (Agostina Belli), and 
flee to Torino, where he takes up with 
a Communist street vendor, Fiorella 
Mariangela Melato). Next thing you 
know, he’s Mafia-approved and back 
in Sicily, where Fiorella says he can go 
live with Rosalia as long as he doesn't 
sleep with her. But then Rosalia turns 
up pregnant. The director’s trademark 
grossness is on hand (in a scene where 
Mimi has to seduce a grotesquely 
fat woman and the wide-angle lens 
reveais her derriere in all its flabby 
splendor), but there are some witty

As Piaf, 
Marion Cotillard (last seen as object of 
desire Fanny Chenal in A Good Year) is 
a lioness in the guise of a bird, with 
large, luminescent eyes that serve as 
wondrous windows into the singer’s 
troubled soul. Troubie pervades the 
story, which begins with Piaf col- 
lapsing on stage, circa 1959, and then 
flashes back through the self-destruc- 
tive boozing, morphine addiction, and 
irrepressible id. Piaf’s all-consuming 
songs give the film passion and pur- 
pose, the early years in poverty and a 
brothel touch the heart, but Dahan 
sweeps perfunctorily by WW2 and 
Piaf’s relationship with Yves Montand. 
Marlene Dietrich does get worked in 
elegantly, as does boxer Marcel Cerdan 
(Jean-Pierre Martins), Piaf’s one true 
love, who proved one more thorn on

With remorseless 
clarity and detachment, it lists all the 
errors made by the Bush administra- 
tion, starting before the Iraq invasion 
in 2003 and moving on into 2004: 
blunders of planning, preparation, 
and common sense that doomed the 
misguided mission and pre-ordained 
the inextricable mess that it is today 
“I know with certainty,” Donald 
Rumsfeld says in praise of his presi- 
dent, “that over time the contribu- 
tions you've made will be recorded 
by history.” If this film is the begin- 
ning of that record, the judgment of 
history might be a little harsh. Yet 
Ferguson implies that if the war had 
been run by non-idiots, it might have 
turned out okay. And he ends the film 
on an ambiguous note, with a young 
Marine officer asking the camera, “Is 
this the best America can do?” That's 
a dangerous question: the idea that if 
we withdraw before “the job is done”

Scott Hicks’s loose remake of Sandra 
Nettelbeck’s 2001 German hit Bella 
Martha|Mostly Martha might feature 
Catherine Zeta-Jones as the main 
course, but the film's side dishes — its 
outstanding ensemble cast — make 
the feast. Zeta-Jones brings complex- 
ity and conviction to brassy Manhat- 
tan chef Kate Armstrong, whose 
job running the kitchen at a chi-chi 
midtown eatery occupies her life. That 
changes when her sister dies in an ac- 
cident and Kate is given charge of her 
newly orphaned niece, Zoe (Little Miss 
Sunshine’s Abigail Breslin). Meanwhile, 
the business-minded restaurant 
owner (Patricia Clarkson) brings in 
a gonzo sous chef (Aaron Eckhart) to 
help out, whereupon — of course — a 
clash of culinary style and sparks of 
romance ensue. Hicks, who directed 
Shine, overplays the sentiment, but the 
give-and-take among the three leads 
and the scenes of Kate talking to her 
shrink (Bob Balaban) take the cake. |

| 2006 | Emanuele Crialese’s period 
piece about Sicilians en route to the 
New World is vast but uneven. Poor 
shepherd Salvatore Mancuso (Vin- 
cenzo Amato) brings his mother and 
two sons on a ship bound for Ellis Is- 
land, and they share tales with other 
Italians about coins growing on trees. 
They're accompanied by aristocratic 
Englishwoman Lucy Reed (Charlotte 
Cainsbourg), who's been deserted by 
a suitor and sees in Salvatore a suit- 
able male escort. There are intriguing 
sequences of seldom-seen realities, 
like the meetings of pen-pal brides 
with scary suitors, humiliating medi- 
cal examinations, and “intelligence” 
tests designed to weed out eugenic 
undesirables. Crialese has a jovial eye 
for detail and, with cinematographer 
Agnes Godard, he crafts some memo- 
rable, moving moments. But the lack 
of focus on the main characters and 
some bad artistic choices (like anach- 
ronistic songs by Nina Simone) cause 
the film to slip beneath the waves of

®@® ONCE | 2007 | in the last scene of 
Alan Parker's The Commitments, found- 
ing Frames member Clen Hansard 
plays a down-and-out Dublin musician 
busking on Crafton Street for change. 


Jump-cut 15 years and you have Han- 
sard opening John Carney’s film. He’s 
an unnamed Dublin singer-songwriter 
whose ambition is spurred by the at- 
tention of a headstrong 19-year-old 
Czech single-mom émigrée (Markéta 
Irglova) with a sad story and a yen to 
write songs. She plays Mendelssohn 
on the piano; he doesn't recognize the 
piece but finds it “good.” Otherwise, 
they have a lot in common. She adds 
lyrics to his tune and the sequence is 
like a solitary, 21st-century version of 
Fred and Cinger merging in “Night and 
Day.” Can they pull up roots and move 
to London and start a glorious new 
creative life together? Carney shoots 
this familiar scenario on location with 
pseudo-vérité handheld photography. 
The performances (neither lead is a 
professional actor) feel improvised and 
authentic. As for the way characters 
burst into song in the midst of a natu- 
ralistic narrative, the presumed classic- 
musical stumbling block for modern 
audiences, well, singing is what they 
do. | 85m | Embassy + Arlington Capitol 
OPERA JAWA | 2006 | This entry in 
the MFA’s “New Crowned Hope” series 
comes from Indonesia and is inspired 
by the story of the abduction of Sita 
from the Ramayana.

Only 18 made the final 
cut (the efforts for the 1th and sth 
didn’t fit in), but at just two hours, 
it's a dizzying and not entirely satisfy- 
ing love letter. Gus Van Sant, Joel and 
Ethan Coen, Alfonso Cuarén, Olivier
